ANNUAL  REPORT 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1961 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Worsbrough  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Mallison,  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  sixth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  social  conditions  of  your  district  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1961. 


I  am  pleased  to  report  that  for  the  third  year  running 
your  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  well  below  the  national  average, 
although  running  at  a  rather  higher  level  than  in  1960. 
Unfortunately,  there  was  a  marked  rise  in  the  number  of  still¬ 
births,  which  will  have  adversely  effected  the  peri-natal 
mortality  rate,  although  this  rate  at  34*5  is  almost  exactly  the 
County  average.  There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  death 
rate,  which  was  mainly  accounted  for  by  female  cancer  deaths 
and  by  respiratory  diseases.  Only  three  deaths  from  cancer 
of  the  lung  occurred  in  1961,  compared  with  six  in  the  previous 
year. 


I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  has  been  some  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  immunisation  rate,  particularly  in  pre-school 
children,  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough.  Never¬ 
theless,  Worsbrough  is  still  nearer  the  bottom  of  the  league  in 
this  respect.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  with  the  advent  of  the  new 
Infant  Welfare  Clinic,  which  was  opened  during  the  year, 
clinic  attendances  will  continue  to  rise  and  that  the  immuni¬ 
sation  and  vaccination  statistics  will  follow  this  trend.  Mention 
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should  be  made  that  during  the  year  a  new  hospital  for  geriatric 
patients  was  opened  in  your  district.  This  hospital  was  very 
badly  needed  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  help  to  relieve  the 
burden  on  domiciliary  services.  These  services  have  previously 
been  providing  amenities  for  patients  who  should  have  been 
in  hospital,  but  for  whom  no  beds  were  available. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
support  and  continued  interest  in  all  matters  relating  to  the 
health  of  the  district,  my  divisional  health  staff  for  their  willing 
assistance  and  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  L. 
Dove,  for  his  help  and  loyal  co-operation.

The  number  of  live  births  registered  was  1 1  more  than 
in  1960.  The  Registrar  General  has  again  supplied  a  com¬ 
parability  factor  for  the  year,  which  related  the  proportion  of 
women  in  the  district  of  child-bearing  age  with  the  proportion 
in  a  standard  population.  The  crude  birth  rate  multiplied  by 
the  comparability  factor  gives  an  adjusted  rate  which  is  com¬ 
parable  with  similar  adjusted  birth  rates  in  other  districts  and 
with  the  birth  rate  of  the  country  as  a  whole.  The  adjusted 
birth  rate  for  your  district  last  year  was  17-3  per  1,000 
estimated  population  as  compared  with  16*0  last  year  and  17-4 
per  1,000  estimated  population  in  England  and  Wales.

The  stillbirth  rate  was  26-8  per  1,000  total  births  as 
compared  with  8*2  per  1,000  births  in  1960  and  with  18*7  per 
1,000  total  births  for  England  and  Wales. 

Deaths 

The  adjusted  death  rate,  which  is  the  crude  death  rate 
multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor,  was  14*2  per  1,000 
estimated  population,  as  compared  with  12-0  per  1,000 
estimated  population  for  England  and  Wales.  There  were 
152  deaths  among  the  inhabitants  of  your  district,  1  more  than 
in  the  previous  year.  The  principal  causes  of  death  in  order 
of  numerical  importance  were  :  heart  and  circulatory  disease, 
respiratory  diseases  and  cancer. 

Statistics  relating  to  death  rates  and  the  causes  and  ages 
at  death  are  given  in  tabular  form  at  the  end  of  the  section  on 
vital  statistics. 
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Infant  Mortality  and  Peri-Natal  Mortality 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  1960  was  19-7  per  1,000 
live  births,  compared  with  12-4  for  the  previous  year.  The 
infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1960  was  21-4. 

There  were  5  infant  deaths  during  the  year,  3  of  them 
in  the  neo-natal  period  from  causes  which  were  essentially 
congenital  and  pre-natal. 

The  illegitimate  infant  death  rate  was  Nil.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  THE  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA 


Staff 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a  part-time  officer  of 
the  Council,  but  is  engaged  on  whole-time  Public  Health  work, 
being  also  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  surrounding 
districts  and  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  Division  No.  25 
of  the  West  Riding  County  Council.  The  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  one  Assistant  Public  Health  Inspector 
are  employed  by  the  Council. 


General  Hospitals 

The  general  hospitals  serving  your  district  and 
administered  through  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board  are 
given  below  :

Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals 

All  infectious  diseases  requiring  hospital  admission  were 
admitted  to  the  Kendray  Hospital,  Barnsley.  The  ambulance 
arrangements  were  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year  with  the 
hospital  retaining  its  own  ambulances  for  this  service. 

Maternity  Hospitals 

Maternity  cases  were  usually  admitted  to  the  following 
hospitals  : 

1.  St.  Helen  Hospital,  Barnsley.

3.  Hallamshire  Maternity  Home,  Chapeltown.

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The  services  of  the  Jessop  Hospital,  Sheffield,  were  also 
available  for  abnormal  obstetric  cases. 

Tuberculosis 

Most  patients  suffering  from  the  disease  are  admitted 
to  the  Wath  Wood  Sanatorium  and  co-operation  is  maintained 
with  the  Chest  Physician  who  holds  out-patients’  sessions  at 
the  Chest  Clinic,  Church  Street,  Barnsley.  Details  of  sessions 
are  as  follow  :  —

Wednesday,  2.0  p.m.  to  4.0  p.m.

Veneral  Diseases 

The  nearest  centre  for  Worsbrough  patients  for  the 
diagnosis  of  these  diseases  is  in  Barnsley  :

Other  centres  are  situate  at  Sheffield,  Doncaster  and 
Rotherham,  and  a  patient  suffering  from  Venereal  Disease  is 
at  liberty  to  attend  at  the  centre  of  his  choice.  Treatment  is 
completely  confidential. 

Clinic  Facilities 

During  the  year  a  new  purpose-built  clinic  was  provided 
by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  at  Oakdale,  Worsbrough 
Bridge,  to  serve  the  combined  populations  of  Worsbrough 
Bridge  and  Worsbrough  Dale.  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are 
held  at  these  premises  on  Monday  afternoons  and  Thursday 
mornings,  and  they  are  also  held  at  the  Methodist  Chapel, 
Birdwell,  on  Wednesday  afternoons,  and  on  Thursday  after¬ 
noons  at  Blacker  Hill.  Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  held  weekly  at 
the  new  Clinic  in  Oakdale.  Ante-natal  Clinics  at  Birdwell 
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were  discontinued  at  the  end  of  the  year  because  of  lack  of 
attendance.  Patients  requiring  ante-natal  care  at  Birdwell 
can  be  seen  with  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  on  a  Wednesday 
afternoon. 


Laboratory  Service 

The  laboratory  service  was  provided  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  in  Wakefield,  a  national  service  under  the 
control  of  the  Medical  Research  Council.  The  laboratory  is 
equipped  to  deal  with  all  bacteriological  and  pathological 
examinations,  and  complete  investigation  is  undertaken  and 
report  furnished  for  every  specimen  sent  for  examination. 

Samples  of  milk  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
for  chemical  analysis  were  examined  by  the  Public  Analyst  at 
the  expense  of  the  County  Council. 


Ambulance  Service 

The  ambulance  service  is  operated  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  ;  the  depot  for  your  area  being  at  Hoyland, 
Telephone  No.  Hoyland  3168  and  2112.

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Scarlet  Fever 

19  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year, 
compared  with  34  in  the  previous  year.  This  is  the  first 
decrease  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease  in  your  district  for 
several  years. 

Measles 

333  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  compared  with 
15  in  1960  and  with  379  in  1959. 

Smallpox 

No  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  during  the  year.  The 
number  of  babies  vaccinated  rose  from  55  in  1960  to  117  this 
year.  This  was  a  welcome  increase  but  still  only  represents 
just  under  50%  of  the  current  births. 


Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year 
and  there  were  4  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  compared  with 
22  in  the  previous  year. 

Immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough  continued  and 
showed  a  very  welcome  increase,  and  I  can  now  tell  you  that 
by  the  end  of  the  year  70%  of  the  0 — 4  years  population  had 
been  immunised  against  the  disease,  compared  with  58-1%  in 
the  previous  year. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  showed  a  marked 
increase  when  71-3%  of  all  children  were  immunised,  68%  in 
the  0—4  years  age  group  and  73-2%  in  the  school-age  group. 
When  the  new  clinic  came  into  use  during  the  year  the 
opportunity  was  taken  to  write  to  parents  of  a  number  of 
children  who,  according  to  our  records,  had  not  been 
immunised  and  invite  them  to  visit  the  new  clinic.  This,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  increased  attendances  at  the  new  clinic,  is 
largely  accounting  for  the  11%  increase  in  the  pre-school 
children  immunised. 
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Poliomyelitis 

No  case  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year. 
During  the  year  a  total  of  769  persons  were  immunised  with 
two  doses,  bringing  the  total  for  Worsbrough  to  4,577  since 
the  scheme  began,  and  of  these  4,417  had  received  a  third 
protective  dose.  Considering  the  difficulties  and  inevitable 
absence  through  illness,  the  proportion  of  people  in  Wors¬ 
brough  going  back  for  their  third  dose  is  very  creditable 
indeed.  During  the  year  a  scheme  was  introduced  whereby 
children  of  primary  school  age  received  a  fourth  dose  ;  720  such 
doses  were  given  during  1961. 


Food  Poisoning 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  no  case  of  Food  Poisoning 
was  notified  during  the  year  compared  with  eight  in  the 
previous  year. 


Dysentery 

Two  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified,  compared  with 
24  in  the  previous  year. 


Primary  Pneumonia 

There  were  17  cases  of  Pneumonia  notified  during  the 
year,  compared  with  21  in  the  previous  year.  It  is  worthy  of 
note  that  10  of  these  cases  occurred  in  the  first  quarter  and 
would  appear  to  be  associated  with  an  outbreak  of  Influenza 
which  occurred  about  that  time. 


Tuberculosis 

There  were  three  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
and  no  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  the 
Worsbrough  area  last  year  as  compared  with  5  and  Nil  respec¬ 
tively  in  1960.  I  regret  to  report  that  3  deaths  were  attributed 
to  the  disease  during  the  year,  all  over  the  age  of  55  years.

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ENGINEER  AND  SURVEYOR'S  REPORT 


I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Shepherd  for  the  undermentioned 
report  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  in  the  area. 

Sewerage 

During  1961  a  new  relief  sewer  comprising  1,608  yds. 
of  18"  dia.  pipes  and  403  yds.  of  9"  dia.  pipes  was  laid  from 
Blacker  Lane  to  Rockley  Avenue,  Birdwell.  This  has  had  the 
desired  effect  of  relieving  the  subsidence  problem  of  the  houses 
in  Worsbrough  Road  and  Rockley  Avenue,  and  has  also 
opened  up  some  40  acres  of  land  for  residential  development. 
The  cost  was  approximately  £14,000. 

A  new  Pumping  Station  was  erected  in  the  Worsbrough 
Bridge  Cricket  Ground  to  deal  with  sewage  from  the  new 
Pavilion  and  from  4  houses  and  the  Council’s  Depot  in  Furnace 
Yard.  This  has  also  enabled  the  Council  to  abandon  the  cess 
pool  in  Furnace  Yard. 

Also  during  1961  the  following  lengths  of  additional 
foul  sewers  and  surface  water  sewers  were  laid  in  connection 
with  new  housing  development.

Sewage  Disposal  Works 

The  usual  high  standard  of  effluent  at  the  Worsbrough 
Dale  Sewage  Works  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  in 
spite  of  increased  flow,  and  considerable  damage  due  to  mining 
subsidence. 
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Water  Supply 

The  total  consumption  of  water  during  the  year 
amounted  to  159,214,000  gallons  and  of  this  some  142,852,000 
gallons  were  taken  by  domestic  consumers.  This  shows  the 
consumption  per  head  per  day  to  be  30*00  gallons  made  up  of 
26*8  gallons  per  head  per  day  domestic  and  3*20  gallons  per 
head  per  day  industrial  and  commercial. 

The  Council  also  supplied  5,370  gallons  per  day  in  bulk 
to  Tankersley  in  the  Wortley  Rural  District  Area. 

During  the  year  1,327  yds.  of  4"  watermain  were  laid 
in  connection  with  new  housing  development. 

The  usual  high  standard  of  purity  was  maintained  as 
shown  by  the  Analyst's  report  to  the  Barnsley  County  Borough 
for  water  supplied  from  the  Midhope  Reservoir.

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  for  your  approval  my  contribution  (the 
eighteenth)  to  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  your  district 
during  1961. 

It  has  again  been  a  year  of  steady  progress  during 
which  we  have  maintained  our  determination  to  do  away  with 
our  unfit  houses.  This  progress  has  become  so  commonplace 
in  Worsbrough  that  we  rarely  pause  for  a  moment  and  think 
of  those  350  houses  we  have  demolished  in  the  past  few  years. 
Places  like  Jarrott’s  Buildings,  Ebenezer  Square,  Marriotts 
Terrace  have  all  given  way  to  new  houses  laid  out  to  best 
advantage  with  grass  features  and  other  amenities.  Blacker 
Hill  is  seeing  its  rows  of  old  houses  beginning  to  disappear 
and  we  only  hope  that  the  citizens  of  Worsbrough  really 
appreciate  all  that  has  been  achieved  on  their  behalf  since  the 
end  of  the  war. 

It  is  my  earnest  personal  desire  to  see  the  change  made 
really  complete  by  the  Council  next  deciding  to  set  about 
removing  the  next  health  hazard,  that  is  domestic  smoke 
pollution. 

If  together,  the  Council  and  its  officers,  could  achieve 
this  we  should  have  made  the  greatest  contribution  to  the 
future  health  of  Worsbrough  that  it  is  possible  to  make.  It 
could  easily  be  done  in  fifteen  years,  and  that  isn’t  a  long  time, 
but  a  start  should  be  made. 
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I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  the  members 
of  the  Council  for  their  support  during  the  year,  and 
particularly  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  Mr.  Atkinson. 

I  am  also  indebted  to  my  fellow  officials,  and  particularly 
to  the  two  members  of  my  staff  for  their  continued  loyalty  and 
support. 

Finally,  it  is  again  a  pleasure  to  thank  Dr.  Barnes  for 
his  assistance  and  co-operation  during  the  year  under  review.

Water  Supply 

We  have  continued  to  buy  water  in  bulk  from  the 
Barnsley  Corporation  and  distribute  it  ourselves. 

The  supply  was  wholesome  and  there  was  no  restriction 
on  it  during  the  year. 

At  the  request  of  the  Hospital  Management  Committee 
a  sample  of  town’s  water  was  taken  at  the  new  Mount  Vernon 
Hospital  for  Aged  Sick  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  before  the  opening  of  the  hospital.  It  was  satis¬ 
factory. 

A  sample  of  the  spring  water  used  for  drinking  purposes 
at  Dovecliffe  Station  was  submitted  for  bacteriological  examin¬ 
ation.  The  report  on  this  shewed  that  it  was  not  completely 
satisfactory  but  consultation  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
assured  me  that  it  was  not  unsafe.  The  tenants  of  the  four 
houses  concerned  were  advised  to  boil  it  before  use  as  a  safety 
precaution,  but  we  were  being  ultra-cautious  in  suggesting  this 
measure.  It  was  decided  to  take  a  further  sample  at  an  early 
date. 
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In  conformity  with  the  Ministry’s  policy  of  reducing  the 
number  of  water  undertakings  in  the  country,  negotiations 
have  been  going  on  for  some  time  for  a  local  regrouping  around 
Barnsley. 

The  Ministry  favoured  an  amalgamation  of  our  district, 
along  with  several  more,  with  Barnsley  but  although  there  was 
no  dispute  about  the  principle  of  regrouping  agreement  could 
not  be  reached  as  to  whether  there  should  be  a  Joint  Board  or 
an  amalgamation  with  Barnsley  under  which  the  absorbed 
undertakings  would  be  offered  representation  on  Barnsley’s 
Water  Committee. 

The  Minister  after  an  Inquiry  finally  made  the  Barnsley 
Water  Order  1961  which  came  into  operation  on  27th 
September,  1961. 

Under  this  our  water  undertaking  will  be  taken  over 
by  the  Barnsley  Corporation  from  1st  April,  1962,  and  we  shall 
nominate  one  co-opted  member  to  sit  on  the  appropriate 
Committee. 


Closet  Accommodation 

One  privy  midden  was  converted  into  a  water  closet 
during  the  year,  and  the  Council  gave  its  maximum  grant  of 
£12  towards  the  cost.  This  was  at  Rockley  Old  Hall  Farm, 
Worsbrough  Bridge. 

Reference  was  made  last  year,  to  a  meeting  with  the 
Brewery  Company’s  architect  regarding  the  unsatisfactory 
sanitary  accommodation  at  the  Edmunds  Arms  Hotel,  Wors¬ 
brough  Village  and  to  the  fact  that  this  had  led  to  plans  being 
submitted  for  extensive  alterations  and  additions. 

Work  estimated  to  cost  at  least  £16,000  began  during 
1961  but  had  not  been  completed  by  December  31st.  It  was 
obvious  from  the  plans  submitted  and  the  work  done  that  these 
will  be  extremely  fine  premises  when  the  work  is  completed. 
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The  approximate  number  of  sanitary  conveniences  of 
the  various  types  in  the  area  is  as  follows  : — 

Water  closets .  4,708 

Waste  water  closets  .  13 

Pail  closets  .  6 

Privies  with  covered  middens .  44 


Public  Cleansing 

Street  sweeping,  gully  emptying  and  maintenance  of 
public  conveniences  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor. 

One  disgraceful  feature  of  our  area  is  the  way  that  the 
public  continue  to  throw  litter  down  in  certain  parts  of  our 
district.  This  applies  particularly  outside  certain  shops  in 
Worsbrough  Bridge  and  I  think  the  Council  itself  must  bear 
some  of  the  responsibility  in  not  providing  more  litter  recep¬ 
tacles.  The  Litter  Act  has  had  no  effect  in  this  area  worth 
speaking  of. 

House  refuse  collection  is  my  responsibility  and  it  is  a 
pleasure  to  report  once  more  that  we  have  maintained  our 
weekly  collection  of  dustbins.  We  were  compelled  to  deviate 
from  this  in  February  when  we  only  had  sufficient  staff  to  man 
one  lorry  because  of  an  influenza  epidemic,  and  then  to  add 
to  our  troubles,  in  the  same  month  we  had  serious  mechanical 
trouble  which  kept  the  16/18  cub.  yd.  vehicle  out  of  service  for 
a  week  but  we  quickly  returned  to  normal  and  our  only 
departures  from  it  during  the  rest  of  the  year  were  for  short 
periods  following  Bank  Holidays. 

There  had  been  no  change  in  the  number  of  vehicles 
employed,  these  being  a  16/18  cub.  yd.  S  and  D  fore  and  aft 
tipper,  and  a  Dennis  7  cub.  yd.  side  loader.

The  latter  vehicle  is  eleven  years  old  and  this  fact  to¬ 
gether  with  our  ever-increasing  number  of  houses  and  the 
change  in  the  nature  of  house  refuse,  led  me  to  recommend  to 
the  Council  in  September  that  we  should  replace  it  with  a 
larger  vehicle  provided  with  some  form  of  load  compression. 
The  Council  accepted  my  recommendation  and  I  was  author¬ 
ised  to  invite  demonstrations,  and  it  is  expected  an  order  will 
be  placed  early  in  1962. 


House  Refuse  Disposal 

Our  main  tipping  site  is  Haverlands  Lane,  Worsbrough 
Bridge  which  is  very  centrally  situated  and  has  been  our  main 
tip  now  for  many  years. 

We  are  raising  the  level  of  low-lying  land  which  has 
been  subject  to  flooding  by  the  stream  which  runs  through  it 
and  has  only  been  fit  for  grazing  heretofore. 

Tipping  is  on  the  controlled  system  and  the  top  soil  is 
removed  and  placed  back  on  top  of  the  tip  as  the  work 
proceeds. 

The  nature  of  refuse  continues  to  change  and  this  is 
becoming  more  and  more  of  a  problem  ;  not  only  are  vehicle 
loads  becoming  more  uneconomic,  but  the  disposal  of  this  con¬ 
glomeration  of  paper  and  tins  is  rendering  tip  control  a  very 
difficult  process.  The  time  is  fast  approaching  when  some  form 
of  mechanical  consolidation  will  have  to  be  adopted  as  it  is 
beyond  the  capabilities  of  one  man  to  deal  with. 

This  kind  of  refuse  also  means  that  the  tip  is  very  prone 
to  fire,  and  in  fact  we  have  been  troubled  in  this  respect  during 
the  year. 

The  first  occasion  was  in  May  but  fortunately  we  were 
able  to  bring  this  very  quickly  under  control  by  pumping  water 
on  to  it  from  the  stream. 
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Later  in  the  year,  September  in  fact,  we  had  a  far  more 
serious  outbreak  which  persisted  for  two  months.  To  deal 
with  this  we  had  to  dig  out  large  areas  of  the  tip  face  with  a 
tractor  shovel  and  to  pump  on  thousands  of  gallons  of  water 
from  the  stream  and  this  costs  us  a  lot  of  money. 

I  feel  that  these  fires  are  often  started  by  youths  and 
children  and  far  too  many  people  wander  on  the  tip  after 
working  hours  despite  warning  notices  and  police  supervision. 

Two  men  were  prosecuted  for  taking  rags  and  metal 
off  the  tip  and  were  fined  £1  each  and  costs.  Fines  of  this 
kind  are  not  much  of  a  deterrent. 


Caravan  Sites 

There  are  no  sites  in  the  area  licensed  for  caravans. 


Clean  Air 

The  furnace  chimney  at  the  Barrow  Colliery  has  not 
given  us  a  moment’s  trouble  since  the  sprinkler  stokers  there 
were  converted  to  chain  grate  stokers  in  May  1960. 

I  am  also  delighted  to  report  that  the  Rockingham 
Colliery  furnaces  have  also  been  similarly  converted  and  com¬ 
pleted  during  the  year  under  review.  This  latter  chimney  was 
actually  in  the  Hoyland  area  but  gave  rise  to  most  nuisance 
to  us  at  Birdwell. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  National  Coal  Board  for  clearing 
up  these  two  offending  premises  although  they  should,  more 
than  anyone,  set  an  example  and  demonstrate  that  coal  can  be 
burnt  efficiently,  which  is  the  same  thing  as  smokelessly. 

The  Barnsley  District  Coking  Company  has  given  us 
some  trouble  during  the  year,  and  they  have  never  seemed  to 
maintain  that  standard  which  they  reached  at  the  time  of  the 
passing  of  the  Clean  Air  Act. 
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I  had  a  long  discussion  with  the  Technical  Director  of 
the  Company  and  I  am  satisfied  that  he  is  genuinely  trying  to 
comply  with  the  Act,  but  with  hand-fired  boilers  this  is  virtually 
impossible.  To  convert  to  chain  grate  stokers  will  cost 
£20,000  and  obviously  they  hesitate  to  spend  such  an  amount. 
They  did  bring  a  further  boiler  into  use  to  reduce  the  steam 
load  on  the  boilers  and  this  has  helped. 

In  December  I  met  Mr.  Richards,  the  Chairman  and 
Managing  Director  of  the  firm  and  put  to  him  the  suggestion 
of  converting  to  chain  grate  stokers  and  reminded  him  that  the 
period  of  grace  which  the  Clean  Air  Act  allowed  for  unsuitable 
plant  to  be  altered  was  running  out.  It  was  finally  agreed  that 
they  would  go  into  the  economics  of  chain  grate  stokers  and 
that  a  further  meeting  would  be  called  early  in  the  New  Year. 

We  also  had  a  return  to  grit  emission  by  the  Coking 
Company  in  August  which  has  not  happened  since  they 
installed  arresting  equipment  there  at  our  instigation  some 
years  ago.  The  Technical  Director  promised  an  immediate 
investigation  and  there  was  found  to  be  some  defects  in  the 
system.  Some  of  the  water  sprays  had  become  blocked  and 
there  had  also  been  some  neglect  of  maintenance  both  of  which 
were  easily  put  right,  and  the  nuisance  quickly  abated. 

The  Council  is  a  member  of  the  National  Society  for 
Clean  Air,  the  West  Riding  Clean  Air  Advisory  Council,  and 
the  Barnsley  and  District  Clean  Air  Committee. 

I  was  very  pleased  to  be  again  elected  to  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  second-named  organisation  for  the  third  year 
in  succession. 


Colliery  Spoilbanks 

There  is  only  one  spoilbank  in  the  area,  the  one  at  the 
Barrow  Colliery,  and  this  has  been  kept  under  excellent  control 
during  the  whole  of  the  year. 
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Eradication  of  Bedbugs 

Three  cases  of  infestation  by  bedbugs  were  dealt  with 
during  the  year  by  spraying  with  insecticides. 


Other  Pests 

There  were  sixty-five  requests  for  assistance  in  dealing 
with  other  types  of  insect  pests  as  follows  — 

49  Cockroach  infestations 
10  Clovermite  infestations 
2  Silverfish  infestations 
2  Ant  infestations 
1  Snail  infestation 
1  Wasp  infestation. 

Again,  cockroach  infestations  can  be  seen  to  be  the 
main  pest  problem  in  the  area.  In  thirty-eight  of  these  cases 
we  issued  a  free  supply  of  powder  insecticide,  and  in  the  other 
eleven  which  were  in  Council-owned  property  I  again  resorted 
to  painting  with  insecticidal  lacquer  which  has  given  us  such 
excellent  results  over  the  past  three  years. 

Clovermites  have  given  a  little  trouble  in  new  Council 
houses  but  we  find  that  spraying  the  external  walls  to  window 
cill  height  with  malathion  gives  the  desired  result. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
Milk  Supply 

The  district  is  a  specified  area  and  only  designated  milks 
therefore  may  be  sold  by  retail. 

Routine  sampling  of  all  milks  is  carried  out,  particular 
attention  being  given  to  the  raw  tuberculin-tested  farm  bottled 
milk  produced  in  our  own  area  at  two  farms. 
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Nine  samples  of  T.T.  milk  were  taken  and  submitted 
for  biological  test  for  T.B.  and  were  all  satisfactory. 

The  same  nine  samples  were  also  submitted  for  examin¬ 
ation  for  brucella  abortus  and  of  these  all  nine  passed  the 
culture  test,  but  three  failed  the  ring  test. 

In  one  of  these  three  cases,  the  Medical  Officer  served 
notice  under  Article  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General) 
Regulations  1959  requiring  the  milk  to  be  treated  in  such  a  way 
that  it  could  with  safety  be  sold. 

Eight  samples  of  heat  treated  milk  were  submitted  for 
statutory  examination  and  all  were  satisfactory. 

These  were  Tuberculin-tested  five.  Pasteurised  two,  and 
Sterilised  one. 

I  received  a  complaint  from  a  housewife  at  Ward  Green 
that  she  had  found  a  dead  insect  floating  on  top  of  a  bottle  of 
milk  when  she  opened  it. 

Instead  of  bringing  it  to  the  office,  she  poured  the  milk 
away,  gave  the  insect  to  the  roundsman  and  then  complained 
to  me. 

Although  I  had  seen  neither  the  insect  nor  the  milk  I 
took  the  matter  up  with  the  dairy  concerned.  They  claimed 
that  it  could  not  have  gone  through  their  plant  and  remained 
whole  and  intact  and  inferred  that  it  gained  entrance  at  the 
house,  and  of  course  there  was  nothing  we  could  do  further 
about  it. 


Ice  Cream 

Forty  premises  are  registered  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act  for  the  sale  only  of  ice  cream  and  these  are  all  retail  shops 
which  sell  a  pre-wrapped  product  only. 

One  one  premise  is  registered  for  the  manufacture  of 
ice  cream,  this  being  at  Birdwell. 
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Regular  sampling  is  carried  out  and  samples  are  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  who  place  them  in  the 
grades  laid  down  by  the  Ministry. 

Fifty-five  of  these  samples  were  taken  during  1961  and 
the  results  received  were  as  shown  below  : —

94-5%  of  the  samples  fell  into  Provisional  Grade  1, 
3-6%  into  Grade  2,  1*9%  into  Grade  3  and  none  into  Grade  4. 

The  one  sample  falling  into  Grade  3  was  produced  in 
an  adjoining  authority’s  area  and  I  notified  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  there,  for  any  action  he  felt  necessary. 
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Meat  Supply 

There  are  no  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district 
the  Council  having  decided  at  the  appropriate  time  that  suitable 
facilities  were  reasonably  available  at  the  Public  Abattoir  in 
Barnsley. 


Condemned  Food 

A  complaint  was  made  that  a  tin  of  Irish  stew  had  been 
found  to  contain  a  piece  of  foreign  matter.  On  examination 
I  found  that  it  was  a  piece  of  pork  skin  with  hair  still  attached 
and  the  best  way  of  dealing  with  this  seemed  to  be  to  see  the 
shopkeeper  involved  who  readily  replaced  the  tin. 

A  6i  lb.  jar  of  Lemon  Curd  was  condemned  at  a  new 
school  canteen  because  it  was  contaminated  by  mice.  The 
canteen  was  also  treated  for  mice. 

I  also  received  a  complaint  from  a  housewife  that  the 
bottom  of  a  small  white  loaf  delivered  by  sales  van  was  dirty. 
The  observations  of  the  firm  were  requested  and  their  sales 
manager  came  to  see  me  and  told  me  that  after  making 
enquiries  he  had  learned  that  the  woman  had  gone  out  to  the 
van  and  had  been  refused  the  loaf  in  question,  which  was  the 
last  one,  because  the  bottom  was  discoloured,  but  the  house¬ 
wife  had  begged  him  to  sell  it  and  she  would  trim  the  loaf. 

The  woman  admitted  this  when  we  went  together  to 
see  her  and  I  had  to  recommend  the  Council  not  to  take  any 
action  in  this  case. 


HOUSING 


New  Houses 

The  Council  completed  30  houses  by  direct  labour 
during  the  year. 
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The  numbers  completed  in  the  previous  five  years  is 
as  follows  : —

In  addition  92  houses  were  completed  by  speculative 
builders,  and  8  by  private  persons  giving  a  total  of  exactly  100 
private  houses,  and  grand  total  of  130  new  houses  completed 
in  Worsbrough  in  1961. 


Council  House  Lettings 

Council  houses  are  let  according  to  date  order  of 
application  and  applicants  can  see  for  themselves  their  exact 
position  from  a  list  which  is  on  permanent  display  on  the 
Council  office  notice  board.  If  any  criticism  could  be  offered 
of  this  system,  it  would  be  that  it  is  very  difficult  to  deal  with 
the  occasional  case  which  does  need  special  consideration,  but 
on  the  whole  it  is  fair  and  can  be  seen  to  be  fair. 

Our  building  programme  is  for  slum  clearance,  but  even 
then  the  number  of  “live”  applications  for  houses  continues  to 
show  a  decline.  After  the  annual  check-up  of  applications, 
which  takes  place  each  October,  the  Housing  Manager 
reported  that  the  number  of  applications  had  again  dropped, 
from  237  to  194  at  the  31st  October.

The  Council’s  annual  slum  clearance  programme  has 
been  forty  houses  but  it  will  be  recalled  that  in  1960  we  put 
forward  sixty-one  houses  at  Blacker  Hill  so  as  to  deal  with  the 
whole  of  that  village  s  unfit  property  at  one  time.

By  agreement  with  the  various  owners  the  Council 
purchased  the  first  nine  houses  mentioned  above,  at  the  District 
Valuer’s  valuation  of  land  value  and  the  first  three  were 
demolished  within  three  weeks  of  purchase  and  the  site  re¬ 
developed. 

During  the  year  there  was  an  important  repercussion 
from  an  earlier  Compulsory  Purchase  Order.  This  was  where 
the  Council  awarded  well-maintained  payments  to  two  tenants 
instead  of  the  owner,  being  satisfied  that  the  good  maintenance 
of  the  houses  was  attributable  to  a  material  extent  to  work 
carried  out  by  the  tenants.  The  owner  objected  to  the  pay¬ 
ments  and  sued  the  Council  in  the  High  Court  where  judge¬ 
ment  was  given  against  the  Council. 
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(b)  Individual  Unfit  Houses 

The  only  action  taken  in  respect  of  individual  unfit 
houses  was  in  respect  of  the  two  cottages  at  Dovecliffe  Station. 
One  of  these  became  empty  and  so  I  contacted  the  Estates 
Surveyor  at  Retford  and  he  agreed  to  the  house  remaining 
empty.  He  also  agreed  to  close  the  other  one  if  and  when 
the  Council  rehoused  the  tenant.  The  Council  agreed  to  my 
request  to  rehouse  the  tenant  as  soon  as  it  was  possible  to  do  so.

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DIVISIONAL  REPORT 


Vital  Statistics 

I  have  compiled  a  comparative  table  of  the  vital  statistics 
for  each  of  the  County  districts  comprising  Division  No.  25, 
which  I  feel  may  be  of  interest  to  each  separate  authority  in 
assessing  how  they  stand  in  relation  to  the  local  figures 
generally. 

Births 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  area  in  1961 
was  1,264,  which  was  32  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year.  This 
is  equivalent  to  a  crude  birth  rate  of  16-6  per  1,000  compared 
with  16*7  per  1,000  in  the  previous  year.  Of  these  births  39 
were  illegitimate  which  represents  3*1%  of  the  total  births. 


Stillbirths 

There  were  29  stillbirths  during  the  year,  compared 
with  24  in  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a  stillbirth  rate  of 
22-4  compared  with  18-2  for  the  previous  year  and  with  18-7 
for  England  and  Wales. 


Deaths 

The  deaths  assigned  to  the  divisional  area  after  the 
addition  and  deduction  of  inward  and  outward  transfers  was 
849,  which  was  exactly  90  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 
This  gives  a  crude  death  rate  for  the  division  of  11-1  compared 
with  9-8  in  the  previous  year.  You  will  notice  in  the  table 
that  this  is  lower  than  any  of  the  other  figures  given  for 
individual  districts,  but  the  other  figures  show  adjusted  rates. 
Unfortunately,  no  adjusted  rate  is  available  for  the  division. 


Infant  Mortality 

There  were  28  infant  deaths  in  the  division  during  the 
year,  exactly  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  20  of  these 
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deaths  occurred  in  the  neo-natal  period,  compared,  with  21  in 
the  previous  year.  This  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  for 
the  division  of  22-9  as  compared  with  21-6  for  the  previous 
year.  You  will  appreciate  that  this  is  very  close  to  the  national 
average  with  the  administrative  County  standing  at  24-6  and 
with  England  and  Wales  at  21-4. 

Smallpox  Vaccination 

There  has  been  some  improvement  in  the  number  of 
children  vaccinated  against  the  disease  during  the  year  1961. 
During  the  year  554  children  were  vaccinated,  and  this  com¬ 
pares  with  495  in  1960,  but  with  678  in  1959.  Last  year  I  did 
express  some  fear  that  the  changing  age  group  would  result 
in  some  permanent  falling  off  in  the  number  of  children 
vaccinated.  This  appears  to  have  been  the  case. 

Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria  Immunisation 

Substantial  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in 
immunising  children  against  both  diseases.  The  percentage  of 
children  under  the  age  of  15  years  immunised  against  Diph¬ 
theria  rose  from  74-0%  to  80*4%  during  1961.  The  pre-school 
group  rose  from  60*2%  to  69*5%  and  the  school  group  rose 
from  80*6%  to  84*6%.  Immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough 
also  showed  some  improvement  with  69*0%  of  the  0 — 4  age 
group  population  immunised,  an  increase  of  almost  9%. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

Detailed  statistics  of  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  carried 
out  to  date  is  given  in  the  appropriate  tables.  Summarising 
these,  28,600  people  have  received  two  doses  of  vaccine  and 
of  these  23,915  have  received  a  third  dose — quite  a  creditable 
response.  It  will  be  noted  from  the  table  that  there  is  a  gross 
disparity  between  the  districts  in  the  column  headed  “4th 
Doses’’,  but  the  reason  for  this  is  that  the  majority  of  these 
doses  were  carried  out  in  the  month  of  August  by  Dr.  Brewin 
who  was  not  on  holiday,  and  before  it  could  be  extended  to 
the  remainder  of  the  Division  shortage  of  vaccine  prevented 
further  work.

Substantial  progress  was  made  with  routine  school 
medical  inspection  during  the  year,  although  the  total  number 
of  children  inspected  only  rose  by  300.  Many  schools  were 
visited  which  were  long  over-due,  and  that  in  itself  is  a  very 
satisfactory  achievement.  Table  I  shows  the  work  carried  out 
by  the  school  health  service  during  the  year. 


Mantoux  Testing  of  School  Entrants 

This  service  continued  during  the  year  with  very  satis¬ 
factory  results.  It  has  now  become  a  matter  of  course  that 
the  number  of  children  positive  because  of  B.C.G.  Vaccination 
far  exceeds  those  who  are  positive  for  natural  reasons. 

Contact  tracing  from  one  of  the  six  cases  concerned  led 
to  the  detection  of  one  adult  active  case  and  another  child  with 
a  primary  focus  in  the  family.  This  is  regarded  as  an 
important  preventive  measure.  See  Table  II. 


Chiropody  Service 

Table  III  shows  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Chiropody 
Service  during  the  year.  In  six  of  the  districts  the  service  is 
run  as  a  direct  service  of  the  County  Council,  but  in  Darfield 
the  Trustees  of  the  Darfield  Nurses’  Home  have  continued  to 
run  their  scheme  very  successfully  on  an  agency  basis  for  the 
County  Council.  This  year  I  have  managed  to  obtain  some 
estimates  of  the  population  of  people  of  pensionable  age  in  each 
district.  This  has  enabled  me  to  give  an  approximate  number 
of  pensioners  who  are  availing  themselves  of  the  service.  This 
has  shown  that  the  demand  is  remarkably  constant  from  district 
to  district  with  the  possible  exception  of  Dodworth  where  a 
special  problem  with  regard  to  feet  seems  to  exist.

Most  of  the  infant  welfare  clinics  in  the  Division  con¬ 
tinued  to  thrive,  and  1,268  new  cases  attended  under  the  age 
of  one  year.  During  1961  a  total  of  3,334  children  made 
40,098  attendances  at  local  authority  child  welfare  clinics. 
This  compares  with  3,018  children  who  made  34,743  attend¬ 
ances  in  the  previous  year. 

All  the  infant  welfare  clinics  in  your  area  continued  to 
thrive.  Slight  increases  in  attendances  were  shown  at 
Birdwell  and  Blacker  Hill.

The  scheme  for  testing  of  babies  for  the  presence  of 
Phenylketonuria  was  continued  during  the  year,  and  the  health 
visiting  staff  tested  1,165  babies,  all  of  whom  were  negative. 
This  compares  with  847  babies  in  the  previous  year,  but  this 
was  the  first  full  year  of  testing.  The  figure  for  1961  repre¬ 
sents  92-2%  of  the  births  during  the  year. 


Home  Nursing 

The  Home  Nurses  in  the  division  made  46,895  visits 
during  the  year  1961,  compared  with  47,464  visits  during  1960. 
39,985  of  these  visits  were  to  ‘medical  cases,  6,504  to 
“surgical”  cases  and  217  visits  were  made  to  Tuberculosis 
patients.  The  most  noticeable  change  in  these  figures  is  the 
acute  fall  in  visits  to  Tuberculosis  patients  who  in  the  previous 
year  received  680  visits.  55%  of  the  patients  attended  were 
over  the  age  of  65  years,  and  this  category  claimed  nearly  75% 
of  the  visits.

Home  Help  Service 

The  Home  Help  Service  again  provided  the  service 
mainly  for  the  elderly  and  the  proportion  of  hours  expended  in 
this  category  was  90*8%  compared  with  92%  in  the  previous 
year.  The  total  number  of  households  assisted  during  the 
year  was  821,  compared  with  729  in  1960.  The  number  of 
hours  received  rose  slightly  to  a  total  of  125,309.

During  the  year  1961  there  were  34  severely  sub-normal 
children  in  the  division  who  were  under  16  years  of  age.  31 
were  in  full-time  attendance  at  the  three  Training  Centres. 
The  remaining  three  were  unable  to  be  catered  for  due  to 
physical  as  well  as  mental  disability. 

At  the  Wombwell  Training  Centre  there  is  only 
provision  for  27  pupils  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  34  pupils 
were  attending. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  work  has  been  started  on  both 
the  extension  and  alterations  to  The  Gables  Training  Centre, 
and  the  building  of  the  new  Adult  Centre.  1  hope  to  see  both 
buildings  completed  before  the  end  of  1962. 
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Group  Training 

For  the  mentally  sub-normal  adults  who  are  unable  to 
attend  a  Training  Centre,  Group  Training  Classes  are  held  in 
various  parts  of  the  Division,  and  in  cases  of  physical  handicaps 
or  domestic  commitments  home  visits  are  made.

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Miss  Lister  commenced  on  the  N.  A.  M.  H.  Training 
Centre  at  Sheffield  last  September,  and  in  her  place  on  a 
temporary  basis  we  were  happy  to  welcome  Miss  Smith. 

Thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Parent  Teacher  Association 
and  the  Wombwell  Rotary  and  Inner  Wheel.  The  Parent 
Association  has  donated  to  the  Centre  a  tape  recorder.  The 
Wombwell  Rotary  and  Inner  Wheel  organised  a  five-day 
Whitsuntide  holiday  for  15  of  the  mentally  sub-normal  at 
Scarborough. 

The  staff  and  the  children  had  their  annual  day’s  outing 
to  Cleethorpes,  and  also  enjoyed  a  half-day’s  outing  to  Goole 
to  the  residence  of  Canon  and  Mrs.  Adkins.  Due  to  the 
structural  alterations  to  the  Training  Centre  the  Garden  Party 
and  Open  Day  were  not  able  to  be  held.  A  Christmas  Fair 
and  party  were  held  in  the  Wombwell  Church  Hall.  The 
hiring  of  the  hall  was  paid  for  by  the  Parent  Association  and 
presents  to  the  value  of  ten  shillings  each  were  presented  to 
the  children. 


Accommodation 

During  the  year  ten  cases  have  been  admitted  to 
hospital,  for  short-stay  accommodation,  which  was  appreciated 
by  the  parents. 


Mental  Health — Psychiatry 

During  the  first  year  of  the  new  Mental  Health  Act, 
1959,  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  assisted  in  the  admission 
to  Storthes  Hall  Hospital  of  thirty-eight  patients.  Many  more 
were  admitted  informally  via  the  General  Practitioners.  In 
the  course  of  the  year  there  were  thirty-four  requests  for  after¬ 
care  for  patients  from  the  Storthes  Hall  Hospital. 

The  Mental  Welfare  Officers  also  assisted  at  two  clinics 
in  the  area.  The  Psychiatric  Clinic  held  on  a  Wednesday 
afternoon  at  the  Beckett  Hospital  and  the  Child  Guidance 
Clinic  on  Thursday  afternoons  at  6  Victoria  Road,  Barnsley. 
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(1  male  over  16  years,  who  is  attending  the  group  training  classes,  is  mentally  ill.)
